tin,  and  make  us  a  bright  and  shinrng

pardonable  sin.  I  believe  ^he  whole 
Christian  life  is  a  life  mixed  with  sorrow 
and  triumphant  j  )y  from  beginning  to 
end.

Come  ye  blessed  of  my  Father,  inherit
